The board of assessors yester- 
day announced that the tax rate 
for the Town of Northfield for 
1957 had been fixed at $96 per 
$1,000, an increase of $21 over 
lust year’s assessment of $75. 

This increase, they stated. has 
been made necessary for several 
reasons. The amount voted at 
town meeting last week was $41,- 
812.54 more than I seer, The 
amount of personal p rty on 
the tax rolls has decreased by 
$65,785, mainly due to farmers’ 
exemptions for cattle and tools. 

Of last year’s $75 tax rate. 
$33.41 was apportioned for school 
expenditures, and $41.59 for gen- 
eral expenditures; this amounted 
to 44.5% for the schools. In com- 
parison, of this year’s $96 rate, 
$50.51 is to be spent for schools, 
and $45.49 goes to the general 
fund; this being 52.6% of the to- 
tal for the schools.

A broader educa- 
tional program could mean many 
more lives saved,” Mrs. Holloway 
said.

“We left Boston around 3:30. I
